INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT
SATURDAY, AUGUST 7, 2004 — 0800 MDT
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 3

CURRENT SITUATION:

Initial attack activity was heavy in the Southern California Area, moderate in the Eastern Great
Basin Area and light elsewhere. Nationally, 199 new fires were reported. Three new large fires
were reported in the Southern California Area. Two large fires were contained, one each in the
Northwest and Eastern Great Basin Areas. Very high to extreme fire indices were reported in
Alaska, Arizona, California, Idaho, Minnesota, Montana, Nevada, Oregon, Utah, Washington and
Wyoming.

NORTHWEST AREA LARGE FIRES:

POT PEAK/SISI RIDGE COMPLEX, Okanogan-Wenatchee National Forest. A Type 1
Interagency Incident Management Team (Lohrey) is assigned. This complex, comprised of the
Pot Peak, SiSi Ridge and Deep Harbor fires is 15 miles northwest of Chelan, WA in timber. Fire
activity was minimal to moderate across the complex.

FREEZEOUT, Okanogan-Wenatchee National Forest. A Washington State Interagency Incident
Management Team (Jennings/Perry) is assigned. This fire is 65 miles northeast of Bellingham,
WA in timber. Fire behavior could not be observed due to weather conditions.

RATTLESNAKE PEAK, Okanogan-Wenatchee National Forest. A Fire Use Management Team
(Bonefeld) is assigned. This lightning-caused Wildland Fire Use (WFU) incident, located 40 miles
west of Yakima, WA in timber, is being managed to accomplish resource objectives. Elevated
relative humidity levels resulted in minimal fire activity.

CAPRI LAKE, Bitterroot National Forest. A Type 2 Incident Management Team (Carlson) is
assigned. This fire is 14 miles south of Conner, MT in timber. Small wind driven runs and
individual tree torching was reported.

EASTERN GREAT BASIN AREA LARGE FIRES:

CORN, Salmon-Challis National Forest A Type 2 Incident Management Team (Saleen) is
assigned. This fire is located 37 miles northwest of Salmon, ID in heavy dead and down timber.
Active fire behavior was observed in the interior due to lower relative humidity levels and higher
winds.

WESTSIDE COMPLEX, Dixie National Forest. A transfer of command from a Type 1 incident
management team (Martin) to a Type 3 organization will occur today. This lightning-caused
Wildland Fire Use (WFU) incident, located 12 miles southwest of Enterprise, UT in sagebrush,
grass and timber, is being managed to accomplish resource objectives. Aerial monitoring is in
place.

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA AREA LARGE FIRES:

ARMSTRONG, Tuolumne-Calaveras Unit, California Department of Forestry and Fire Protection.
This fire is 13 miles east of San Andreas, CA in brush and pine. Extreme fire behavior with rapid
rates of spread and medium range spotting was reported. Evacuations are in effect for the
community of Sheep Ranch and the Mineral Mountain subdivision.

COPPER, Tuolumne-Calaveras Unit, California Department of Forestry and Fire Protection. This
fire is 18 miles south of San Andreas, CA in oak woodland and brush. Torching and long range
spotting was observed. Evacuations are in effect for the Diamond subdivision and the Saddle
Creek Golf Course.

MASONIC, Merced-Mariposa Unit, California Department of Forestry and Fire Protection. This
fire is one mile southwest of Mariposa, CA in oak woodland and brush. No further information was
received.

ALASKA AREA LARGE FIRES:

BOUNDARY, Fairbanks Area Forestry, Alaska Division of Forestry. This fire is 20 miles northeast
of Fairbanks, AK in black spruce and tundra. Fire behavior was minimal with occasional torching
in the interior. Crews rehabilitated approximately five miles of dozer line.

TAYLOR HIGHWAY COMPLEX, Tok Area Forestry, Alaska Division of Forestry. This complex,
comprised of the Billy Creek, Gardiner Creek, Chicken and Porcupine fires, is 35 miles northwest
of Tok, AK in black spruce and tundra. The Porcupine fire reported running and spotting; the Billy
Creek fire made multiple large runs; the Gardiner fire experienced backing with torching.

Weather conditions (place, elevation, observation time, wind direction, wind velocity,
dry bulb, wet bulb, remarks)

e Name of fire and management agency
e Request time and date

e Location by ¥4 section

e Drainage name

e Exposure

e Size

e Elevation (top and bottom)

e Fuel type
